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WHAT ARE THE STANDARDS OF 
DOCTRINE 
IN THE M. E. CHURCH? 


BY REY. LEON C, FISLD.

The question may perhaps be raised, 
whether such extensive alterations in 
the statute law of the church, although 
it be conceded that they were in the line 
of common usage and current interpre- 
tation, should have been made without 
a wider notice, a more general discus- 
sion, and alarger consent. But I leave 
all this for others to discuss. I come 
now directly to the question with which 
I set out, ‘“‘ What are the standards of 
doctrine in the M. E. Church?” Despite 
the recent legislation upon the subject, 
and the light which our historic review 
has thrown upon it, itis still not easy to 
suggest a sufficient and satisfactory 
answer to the question. I do not believe 
that it is possible to give one which 
shall not be open to objection from some 
quarter. But let us see :— 

1. There can be no question that the 
twenty-five Articles of Religion are, and 
have been from the beginning, stand- 
ards of doctrine in the M. E. Church. 
Bishop Simpson says (‘‘A Hundred 
Years of Methodism,” p. 210): ‘* The 
doctrines of Methodism are contained in 
its Articles of Faith” [Religion?]. This 
statement carries the implication that 
they are contained in these Articles 
exclusively. Rev. O. M. Wood claims 
(‘* Methodism and the Centennial,” etc., 
p. 301) that ‘‘ they are the only officially 

“recognized formula of faith in the 
church.” Rev. J Pullman (Methodist 
Quarterly Review, April, 1879) maintains 
that they are the only standards; and 
that the ‘‘ present existing and estab- 
lished standards of doctrine,” mentioned 
in the first Restrictive Rule, * are to be 
interpreted by the Articles of Religion, 
and are of authority only in the elabora- 
tion of the Articles.” It was claimed 
by the counsel for Dr. Thomas in his 
late trial by the Rock River Conference, 
that no Methodist Episcopal minister 
can be tried for heresy except under 
these Articles. The General Confer- 
ence, it is said, is estopped by the con- 
stitution of the church from framing out 
of our standard authors new articles of 
religion; a position which was reaf- 
firmed by the board of bishops in their 
report on Dr. Brunson’s paper propos- 
ing new articles, in 1876, and which was 


sustained by the General Conference of 


that year (Gen. Conf. Journal, 1876, 
p. 206). If, therefore, a minister can 
be tried under any of the standard 
authors, and expelled if his preaching 
be found contrary to any of the doc- 
trines contained therein, then, such is 
the argument, a committee of triers can 
exercise legislative functions which are 
absolutely and forever denied to the 
supreme legislature of the church ( Meth- 
odist Quarterly Review, April, 1879, p. 
339). 
the general interpretation, common 
usage and revent legislation of the 
church do not sustain it. Bishop Baker, 
in his ‘* Guide Bowk in the Administra- 
tion of the Discipline” (chap. 5, § XIV, 


94), says, ‘‘ The twenty-five Articles of 


Religion do not embrace all that is in- 
cluded in our ‘present existing and 
established standards of doctrine.’” 
The Rule which the framers of the Dis- 
cipline provided for the trial of minis- 
ters who disseminated doctrines con- 
trary to the Articles of Religion, has 


generally been construed to cover heret- 
ical teachings against other well-estab- 


lished doctrines of the church

This interpretation of the law was sus- 


tained at the late tria! of Dr. Thomas. 


It has crystallized, in the addition made 
tothis Rule by the last General Confer- 


ence, and already noticed. 
The necessity for such a construction 


seems to lie in the deficiencies of the 


Articles of Religion. They nowhere 


give expression to any of the distinctive 


doctrines of Methodism. None of them 


are expressive of Wesleyan Arminian- 
ism, unless the 3lst Anglican Article 
(our twentieth), ‘‘on the oblation of 


Christ,” be admitted to be Arminian in 
spite of the 17th Anglican Article, *‘ on 


predestination.” In like manner we 


have no statement of the doctrines of 


the witness of the Spirit and of Chris- 
tian perfection, which latter Wesley 
calls ‘* the grand depositum which God 
has given to the people called Method- 
ists.” So of other doctrines, not dis- 
tinctively Wesleyan, but fundamental 
elements of evangelical belief, and 
especially emphasized by Methodism, 
the Articles make no mention. Among 
these are such important topics as the 
scriptural doctrise of marriage, the 
Christian Sabbath, and the whole sub- 
ject of eschatology, including the resur- 
rection of the body, the millennium, the 
second coming of Christ, and the nature 
and duration of punishment after death. 
As Dr. Curry has said (National Re- 
pository, April, 1879, p. 359): “It seems 
most likely that these Articles were 
never intended to serve as a complete 
system of doctrine, and it is very cer- 


tain that the accepted doctrines of 


Methodism have always been wider 
than the ground covered by them.” 
Where, then, shall we look for these 
other “existing and established stand- 
ards of doctrine?” To 

2. The Holy Scriptures, some an- 
swer. The fifth Article, it is said, 
adopts them as a part of our confession 
of faith. But it is objected, on the 
other hand, that this Article is negative 
and a statute of limitation merely. Its 
intent is ‘‘ not to define the authority of 
Scripture, thoagh it does this in a quasi 
manner, but to condemn the Romish 
claim for the authority of tradition” 
(Methodist Quarterly Review, April, 
1879, p. 38). The question in the Ritual

The descriptions of 
the chief features of the country, the 
wildest kinds of camping out, the sight 
and capture of the principal South 
African game, all related in an attract- 
ive style, and illustrated by striking 
wood-engravings, render the volume at 
once instructive and very entertaining.

This is a fascinating work, as are the 
previous volumes of this now very pop- 
ular English humorist — ‘** In My Indian 
Garden,” ‘* Under the Punkah,” etc. 
The author has held a responsible liter- 
ary position in India, and also been the 
India correspondent of the London Daily 
Telegraph. The present volume con- 
tains the most careful pictures of animal 
and vegetable life in India, but presented 
in a remarkably entertaining and amus- 
ing form, embodyivg a profusion of 
learning and literature more or less con- 
nected with the theme, like Burton’s 
“Anatomy,” or Walton’s ‘‘Angler,” only 
lighted up, as these immortal works are 
not, by the liveliest wit. The reader, 
while receiving constant and valuable 
information, is kept in a continual state 
of pleasurable excitement by the rare 
strokes of inimitable humor marking 
every page, and almost every sentence, 
of the writer.

But breathe unutterable praise, 
And rapturous awe and silent love.”

True courage is a fixed, not sudden, heat, 
Is always humble, lives in self-distrust, 
And will itself into no danger thrust.” 
Yet when the danger is thrust upon it, 
true courage valiantly defends the truth, 
but always with prudence. If trained 
to argue, it will use argument. If not, 
it will appeal to fact, as did the man 
whose blindness had been healed dy 
Christ. When the Sanhedrim sought 
to draw him into a discussion respecting 
the character of his mighty Healer, he 
grandly replied: ‘*‘ Whether he be a sin- 
ner or no, I know not; one thing I 
know, that whereas I was blind, now I 
see.” In like manner the courageous 
Christian, unlearned in the false philos- 
ophy of infidelity, untrained in, the use 
of dialectic methods, may boldly stand 
on the facts of his own experience not 
only without parting with his courage, 
but in the loftiest consistency with its 
alemands, and with the best effects on

NO SUBSTITUTE FOR REVEALED 
RELIGION. 

Mr. Underwood, the hearty advo- 
cate of the theory of Evolution, in 
ringing tones at the late Preachers’ 
Meeting, proclaimed the utter lack 
of harmony between the first chapters 
of Genesis and the generalizations of 
science, the irreconcilable discrepan- 
cies, in his estimation, between the 
statements themselves found in these 
early chapters, the improbabilities 
affirmed in reference to the recorded 
order of creation, and the utterly un- 
scientific character of the whole sup- 
posed history of the origin of the ma- 
terial universe. He declared that 
nothing could be brought into the ma- 
terial world that was not already 
here ; that the changes in nature that 
have been known to occur give evi- 
dence that everything that is now ex- 
istent must have been, in the long pe- 
riod of the duration of the universe, 
evolved from one early germ through 
the undiminishable force which is the 
ultimate parent of everything; that 
it is out of the question to think of 
a miracle, for nature does not admit 
of it; aud that the supernatural in- 
carnation of the Son of God is an 
impossible statement, and the whole 
system of human salvation by divine 
interposition is, what the Greeks es- 
teemed it long ago, simply folly. 

Having said this, which is an easy 
thing to say, and can be readily sus- 
tained by much specious illustration 
and dogmatism — then what? After 
all, he only propounds another, and 
this certainly a human, theory that is 
supposed to meet and solwe in the 
simplest manner the question of the 
origin and existence of the material 
world and its inhabitants. Suppose 
it be received as true, what inspira- 
tion does it give to human society or 
to the individual? What moral les- 
son does it enforce? What promise 
for the future of the race? Mr. Un- 
derwood said it demonstrated the 
folly of prayer, the idleness of sup- 
posing the interposition of a divine 
Being ; it teaches that to good tillage, 
skillful invention, improved sewerage 
and the general increase of intelli- 
gence, we are alone to look for prog- 
ress in civilization, and the hoped-for 
millennium of the future. Human 
life has no spiritual compensations 
offered to it by this physical gospel 
amid the heavy burdens it bears, and 
no assured restful future after the 
struggle of life is over. 

What advantage is it to yield the 
faith the Christian world has had in 
the Bible and in a supernatural Christ 
for this new theory? During all these 
eighteen hundred years since an event 
occurred which has changed, signifi- 
cautly enough, the chronology of the 
world, this theory of the conserva- 
tion of force, the survival of the fit- 
test, the evolution of all organized 
matter, instinct and mind, from a 
germ, has not been held or conceived 
of. Men have accepted Genesis and 
the rest of the Bible, and believed 
that Jesus Christ was born of the 
Virgin Mary; that God was imma- 
nent in human affairs; that the Gos- 
pel of the New Testament could 
change the hearts of men and the tace 
of human society; that it has openly 
and constantly reformed the lives of 
bad men; that it has worked as a 
powerful moral leaven among na- 
tions ; that its influence has been to 
break down caste and to draw men to 
a common brotherhood, to destroy 
slavery and banish oppression, to en- 
noble men and inspire them with the 
love of law-guarded liberty. This is 
exactly what has been going on for 
almost two thousand years under the 
supernatural theory. It has had to 
work against human appetite, the 
pride of power, the false opinions and 
religions prevalent among the nations. 
Its own clear and heavenly truths 
have often been perverted by its disci- 
ples; but its code of laws, its illus- 
trated ethics, above all, the life and 
spirit of its divine Teacher, have 
constantly, although slowly, gained 
ascendency. It has awakened the 
mind to a love of all truth, quickened 
investigations in nature, has rendered 
the amazing advances of modern sci- 
ence possible, and holds its suprem- 
acy, atthis moment, in the minds of 
the most cultivated, the most learned 
and the most reverent students of 
nature. 

What do the disciples of evolution 
propose to do in this direction? Would

sewerage, alone, have transformed 
the awful ‘‘ wynds” of Edinburgh 
and Glasgow, at the time Dr. Chal- 
mers and Edward Irving went into 
them with the religion of Jesus Christ ?

form a prison or house of correction 
with it? 

As a theory let it stand as long as 
it can upon its own foundation. Its 
disciples rave against evangelical men 
if they criticise its premises or induc- 
tions. Why should they fight against 
faith? It is easy to show the weak- 
ness of the theory, if one has any ob- 
ject to do so, as was made to appear 
by the ad hominem reasoning of Presi- 
dent Chadbourne at the close of Mr. 
Underwood's paper. Admitting the 
theory of the latter, that once the 
earth, born of the central sun, was 
simply a mass of fire, whence have 
come to it the germs of the life that 
now covers and fills it? Could they 


have lived in that molten and burning | 


matter? Or, as that modest but ample 
scholar of nature, Prof. Gray, put it, 
Is it easier to believe that mind was 
born of matter than that matter was 
born of mind? Has science ever 
shown the possibility of the former? 

But this was not the object of this 
writing. It was simply to call atten- 
tion to the fact that science, without 
religion, offers the world nothing that 
religion has not already bestowed 
upon it, and without religion has no 
moral basis upon which to predicate 
any substantial advautage to the race, 
with all the developments she may se- 
eure. No Christian disciple is, in 
any wise, barred from all the blessings 
that advanced knowledge can bestow 
upon the world, while, without the re- 
straints, the supports, the consolations 
and the immortal hopes of the Chris- 
tian faith, life with all its intellectual 
attainments would hardly be worth 
living. 





PROTESTANTISM IN SPAIN, 


Protestantism is making slow, but, 
we think, sure work in Spain. It is 
greatly interfered with by the political 
complications and struggles, because 
these are always likely to be bound 
up with church matters. 

The Sagasta liberal ministry still 
holds its own, though greatly opposed 
by a certain shade of Liberals who 
should logically be its friends. The 
most important question td the State, 
just now, is that of finances, to which 
the king himself is giving much at- 
tention. But the good he may do in 
this way is counteracted by his desire 
to bring up the standing army of 
the country to the figure of 450,000 
men. 

The most. important question for 
the civil and social welfare of the peo- 
ple at large, is a reform of the civil 
procedure and laws. A wing of the 
Liberal party is decidedly in favor of 
introducing the method of trial by 
jury, as well as compulsory civil mar- 
riage with option as to church conse- 
cration in addition. A commission 
appointed to investigate the methods 
of common law reported that the 
present method of secret and written 
testimony and a decision by one 
or more comparatively irresponsible 
judges is subversive of the highest 
interests of society and the most sa- 
cred ideas of justice. The report ot 
this commission was received with 
applause by the Cortes, and the mem- 
bers were complimented by the min- 
istry, and still no reform comes. 

Now, with this preface, let us say 
that none suffer from this secret and 
irresponsible code more than the 
Protestants, because they do not know 
their accusers, and are not allowed 
to bring public and tangible proof of 
the falsity of the accusations against 
them. To give an example of the 
way in which they are annoyed, we 
quote the following case: One year 
ago, in the province of Asturia, a 
Protestant father buried his little 
daughter, four years of age, in 
a Protestant burying-ground. The 
Bishop of Oviedo claimed the body 
of the child because it had been bap- 
tized with Romish rites, and the judge 
brought an accusation against the 
parents for burying the child without 
legal permission ; and all this occurred 
in spite of the decision of the ministry 
of Canova that parents have a right 
to the bodies of their children. ~ An 
appeal has been made in this case to 
the highest authorities, and the mat- 
ter has even reached the ministry, but 
it still remains undecided, to the great 
discomfort of the parents. 


In this way the position of all who 
do not belong to the Catholic Church 
is made extremely uncomfortable. 
When there were no other burial- 
places, they were not allowed to bury 
in Catholic grounds, and now that 
there are civil grounds, as they are 
called, parents are punished for bury- 
ing in them their children that have 
been baptized in the Catholic Church. 

The Ultramontanes seize every op- 
portunity to bring themselves into 
prominence, that circumstances may 
offer. The bi-centennial of the death 
of the great Spanish painter, Murillo, 
was the occasion of a great festival, 
that was inaugurated by the artist 
world of Spain. On the first day of 
the celebration the Liberals were much

the painter of sacred pictures of the 
Virgin, and especially his great ideal 
one of the Immaculate Conception — 
a subject much discussed in his time. 
The grand procession on the following 
day was filled with sacred banners and 
crosses borue by a large delegation of 
the clergy, so that the whole affair 
bore the appearance of an Ultra- 
montane demonstration. The people 
were so exasperated at this confisca- 
tion of a popular demonstration, that 
when the procession halted in front 
of the statue of Murillo, they raised 
the cry of ‘* Down with the Jesuits!” 
instead of joining in with a Te 
Deum. 

Notwithstanding all this, a ‘‘ Free 
Protestant Church” is struggling for 
life in Spain. At its recent synod in 
Madrid, it reported twenty-one par- 
ishes or congregations. Of the twelve 
pastors present, five had been Roman 
Catholic priests. Three of them were 
foreigners —- two Scotchmen and one 
German. In the several public ses- 
sions the main subject discussed was 
the means of spreading the Gospel in 
Spain by the establishing of new mis- 
sion centres: In the business sessions 
they made a noble effort to effect a 
combination of all church organiza- 
tions in Spain for the spread of the 
Gospel, in order that in unity and fra- 
ternity there might be strength. -The 
congregation of Madrid offered the 
scheme of a liturgy, to be presented 
to all the churches for approval or 
rejection by the next meeting of the 
synod. The representatives of these 
united churches closed their labors by 
adopting the name of the ‘* Protestant 
Church of Spain.” 

These Protestant workers find the 
greatest obstacle to their natural and 
ordinary labors to be the wide-spread 
Sabbath desecration, which makes 
Sabbath service often a very difficult 
matter. The church holidays through- 
out the week are so frequent that the 
people have learned to take the Sab- 
bath for their pleasures, and it is hard 
to break them from it even 
Protestant congregations. 


in the 
But even 
the Catholics are now beginning to 
see the importance of a Sabbath rest, 
and a few are making a move to ob- 
tain it. A few months ago the 
merchants of Cordova voluntarily re- 
solved to close their stores on Sunday. 
This induced the Bishop of Madrid to 
make a public appeal to the store- 
keepers of Madrid to do the same 
thing; and this appeal was followed 
up by the resolve of many influential 
ladies of the Catholic Propaganda not 
to patronize those dealers who disre- 
garded the wishes of the bishop —a 
course which brought many of them 
to terms. 

The mau who deserves the greatest 
credit for the extension of the Protest- 
ant work in Spain is the German 
Pastor Fliedner, who has been there 
since the close of the Franco-German 
war, and has fought and suffered 
bravely for his cause. He has been 
beaten, buffeted, and imprisoned, but 
he bears it all and flourishes under it. 
The authorities of Madrid have acted 
towards him with a fair share of du- 
plicity, while pretending to sustain 
him against the intrigues of the 
Jesuits and the attacks of the fanatical 
masses. But at last they have yielded 
to his importunity, and now let him 
goon. He has established a school 
preparatory to a higher one for the 
training of native ministers for the 
Protestant mission work. And to 
comply with the school law in regard 
to teachers, he has just taken the 
bachelor’s degree at the university, 
and is studying all their machinery 
in order to forestall quibbles in regard 
to his work. He is now studying for 
the degree of licentiate next year, 
with which he will be empowered to 
start a seminary, which he hopes to 
make the ceotral point for the educa- 
tion of preachers for all the Protest- 
ant churches of Spain. May God 
prosper him!

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We reed not despair of trial by jury 
on account of the disgraceful termina- 
tion of the ‘‘Star Route” suit in Wash- 
ington. The fact that it meets with the 
universal condemnation of the press is 
significant. It is evident that treachery 
to duty and to justice is not common 
among us, or it would excite little aston- 
ishment. It has been made clearly to ap- 
pear, from the first, that the desperate 
men under indictment would use every 
possible measure, without regard to its 
character, to escape the just retribution 
of their crimes. Men that could steal 
millions from the government, and con; 
stantly perjure themselves, would not 
hesitate to “fix” a jury if they could 
reach them. The air of Washington is 
not the most wholesome for the produc- 
tion of a robust virtue, and adequate 
care is not used in placing names upon 
the jury lists, but, on the whole, it is 
generally safe to entrust a case of real 
fraud to the decision of twelve average 
American citizens. In the case referred 
to there is little doubt in the communi- 
ty as to the guilt of the principals — one 
heretofore a high officer in the govern- 
ment and the other an ex-senator—who 
have barely escaped on this trial the 
verdict they deserved; and there is as 
little doubt that the jury was tampered 
with to secure the result that was finally 
reached. We trust the new trial, prompt- 
ly commenced, will bring a different con- 
clusion, and that justice will not ulti- 
mately be disappointed of its claims.

— Deep and sincere sympathy was awak- 
ened in a wide circle of friends by the quite 
unexpected announcement, last week, of the 
death of Mr. Danforth R. Dunn, son of Hon: 
Edward H. Dunn — one of the members of 
the Wesleyan Association and long an honored 
officer in the First M. E. Church of this city.

To the family this removal of an 
only child isa terrible blow. There is only 
one source of comfort, and thatis Divine; and 
happily this is abundantly realized by our 
deeply-bereaved friends. Heaven is enriched 
by such earthly losses, and holds safely our 
treasures until we receive them again, to be 
enjoyed forever. 

— We may not deem it expedient to en- 
tirely break away from party alliances, but 
no temperance man, with any deep convictions 
of what is involved in this reform, can per- 
mit himself to vote for a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, or for the Legislature, in reference to 
whom he has the least doubt as to his sym- 
pathies and action in regard to temper- 
ance legislation. He need not be frightened 
into trampling upon his convictions by even 
the terrible name of Mr. Benjamin Butler! 
Massachusetts can endure anything better 
than free rum. 


— Letters written just before nomination or 
election are of little importance. A man’s 
record must speak for him. If he has been 
a pronounced friend of temperance, a public 
man’s candle cannot be hid under a bushel 
on this question; the light is too often called 
for. It is the height of folly for his friends 
to bear testimony for him on this point. No 
politician in Massachusetts needs a written 
‘**character” on this subject. He inevitably 
bears the ‘‘ trace mark” of the reform or its 
foes. 


— Rev. Mr. Hamlin, of Pittsfield, Mass., 
with whom we formed a pleasant acquaintance 
at Saratoga, says in a late sermon to his own 
people, upon the relation of the church to ex- 
isting evils in society, that the pressing want 
of to-day, in the church, is more grit as well 
more grace. This reminds us of what used 
to be said of Edward Everett, when he was a 
senator and was absent from bis seat during 
the passage of certain important acts, pro- 
fessedly on account of a painful physical diffi- 
culty, that “‘it was unfortunate that one who 
had so much gravel had so little grit.” 


— The Christian Leader thinks our intima- 
tion that a man should hesitate to give a new 
interpretation to Scriptures than those held 
by the church through the ages, would pre- 
vent the discovery of truth and hinder all 
progress. We simply wisbed to curb the au- 
dacity and conceit of youth. While every 
man should follow his convictions, there is a 
proper deference which should be paid to 
what ‘‘everywhere and always” has been 
held, along the ages, as the substance of re- 
vealed truth. There must have been some 
ground for it, and this should be at least con- 
sidered, before one launches out into an un- 
known sea. 


—It is not so much “broad statesman- 
ship” that is requiredin a Governor of Massa- 
chusetts as downright honesty, a reasonable 
habit of economy, the courage of his opin- 
ions, and a hearty conviction of the vital im- 
portance to the community of pronounced 
temperance legislation. The quiet old Puri- 
tan State can run itself with a decent set of 
legislators. About all she asks, in these days, 
of her Governor, is to sign his name to rea- 
sonable measures and veto the others; and to 
make short speeches (the shorter the better) 
at conventions, commencements, musters and 
agricultural fairs,

We have heard of the uncivil and unchris- 
tian treatment of colored people in certain 
other white churches connected with our 
Southern Conferences, but never before of so 
open a declaration of the abominable caste 
spirit. If this is the temper of our “ white 
work,” so called, at the South, the money of 
New England, at least, will be devoted purely 
and simply to these discarded ‘‘ colored per- 
sons.” It is not for such an impotent result 
as this that we sustain our church in the 
Southern States. All of this the Methodist 
Church, South, will accomplish without our 
missionary money, leaving that for purposes 
more in accordance with the spirit of the 
Gospel. 


—The Redpath Lyceum Bureau, which 
has its office near our own in the same build- 
ing, issues an elegant pamphiet setting forth 
the names, subjects, and critical notices of its 
lecturers, with fine steel engravings of many 
of them. Lecture committees should send 
for this. It is quite a work of art in itself, 
and worth preservation.

—In the HEeRa.p of Sept.6, we published 
the following news-item: ‘The cashier of 
the Kewanee bank, Illinois, has been arrested 
for complicity in the recent $20,000 robbery.”

— Miss Lottie E. Simons, daughter of Rev. 
V. M. Simons, pastor of the M. E. Cnurch at 
Woburn, Mass., has been recently appointed 
instructor in the New England Conservatory 
of Music. Two years ago last June Miss 
Simons graduated with high honors from the 
Conservatory, since which time she has been 
in charge of the musical department of the 
New Hampshire Conference Seminary and 
Female College at Tilton, N. H. She is now 
given a place in the faculty of the institution 
that graduated her.

Allow me to demur at the counsel 
given us by the late floral editor of your 
paper, concerning this tree, in a recent 
HERALD, so far as to say that experience 
has taught me that its roots extend too far 
into your garden, if planted in the road- 
side by it, to make it a desirable neighbor 
where the ground is not too sterile for 
some other tree to live. I have found that 
it robs all vegetables of their growth, 
even toa distance of forty or fifty feet, 


thouyh well manured when planted.

This is the hardest, if not the longest, 
drought from which we have suffered for 
some years, and reminds me that old 
fields cannot yield acrop such seasons 
as this unless they are well sub-soiled. 
On inquiry, I find many farmers do not 
know the advantage of well stirring the 
sub-soil in ploughing; and I hear or 
some who are so discouraged at the loss 
of their crops that they have sat down 
and cried over it! Let me say to such, 
that next time you plough your grounds, 
have two teams, one to follow the other, 
and in the furrow of the first team let a 
second run his plow down eight or ten 
inches (cr at least five or six) into the 
yellow earth; not to send it up over the 
good soil, but to loosen it, su that the 
nether moisture can supply your corn 
roots months after the great rains have 
ceased to doit. I have tried the exper- 
iment on as dry ground as can be found 
in Norfolk County, and during as dry a 
season as has been known here fora 
quarter of a century, and have had en- 
tire success with a crop of corn, pota- 
toes, and other vegetables. Do your 
duty before you complain of Provi- 
dence. Noau PERRIN.

India. — The Decennial Missionary 
Conference, which will assemble at Cal- 
cutta in December next, will be organ- 
ized under the presidency of Sir Henry 
Ramsey, who has often proved himself 
so good a friend to our own and to other 
missions in India. A special interest is 
awakened at present in the various In- 
dia missions on the subject of united 
prayer for Christian work in that land. 
The laborers seem to be conscious of 
the great need of succor from heaven, 
of a more abundant effusion of the Spir- 
it for sanctification and conversion. 
There seems to be a stay of progress in 
many quarters. An Indian Pentecostal 
Prayer Union has been formed, to which 
attention is called in the Indian Witness. 
This Union is a simple agreement of 
Christian believers in different parts of 
India (and many have signified by name 
their co-operation), to unite their faith 
in special prayer for a general outpour- 
ing of the Holy Spirit upon: 1. All truly 
converted people; 2. All clergy, minis- 
ters and missionaries; 3. All uncon- 
verted Europeans and Eurssians; 4. The 
vast masses of the heathen; 5. The 
world at large. No absolute rule is im- 
posed, but Sunday is suggested as a 
suitable day for united petitions. The 
zenana work at Roy Bareilly has greatly 
increased within the past few months. 


Italy. — A very desirable property for 
our mission has now been secured by Dr. 
Vernon at Bologna. A suitable church 
will soon be erected there. The loca- 
tion cannot be surpassed, being on one 
side of the Palazzo Communale, and 
forming an angle with one of the princi- 
pal streets of the city.

Rev. J. W. Mowry died in peace, 
Sunday, July 23, 1882. 

The day itself seemed a fitting one on 
which toclose a long and useful life. 
At the age of twenty-two Bro. Mowry 
entered the traveling ministry of the 
M. E. Church, and for over fifty years 
has served as a faithful preacher of the 
Gospel. He joined the Vermont and 
New Hampshire Conferencein the spring 
of 1830, and during the first twenty-five 
years of his ministry filled some of the 
best appointments in New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts. While at Concord, 
N. H., he served as chaplain at the State 
Prison. He preached at Newmarket, 
Great Falls, Nashua and Manchester, 
each two years. While at Manchester 
he was twice elected to the State legis- 
lature, and represented that city during 
the two terms, serving at the same time 
as chaplain of the House of Representa- 
tives. From Manchester he was trans- 
ferred to the ‘N. E. Conference and sta- 
tioned at Worcester. Since that time 
(1845) he has made this Conference his 
home. In 1866 he moved to Barre, 
Mass., where he resided at the time of 
his death. He never gave up “the work 
of the ministry, although his health did 
not permit him to preach as much as he 
would like. In 1877 he asked for a su- 
pernumerary relation, and in 1878 be- 
came a superannuate. Fora year past 
he has driven three miles from his home 
nearly every Sunday afternoon and 
preached in a school-house, where he 
had gathered quite a congregation and 
was hoping toformachurch. With us 
he was esteemed as a preacher, honored 
as a citizen, and loved as a friend. 

At the very hour he was accustomed 
to close his afternoon services, he closed 
his earthly labors. ‘Servant of God, 
well done!”

Otis THaYeEr died at Holbrook, Mass., 
April 8, 1882, 

He was born May 13, 1794, in East 
Randolph (now Holbrook), Mass. His 
occupation, like that of the majority in 
this town, was boot and shoe manu- 
facturing. From a written profession 
of faith, which he left among his papers, 
it appears that his religious awakenment 
was some time in September, 1813, and 
his conversion fifteen months late, in 
December, 1814. These, although not 
ina Methodist Church, were, in their 
genuineness and thoroughness, quite 
after the idea of Wesley. With his 
mother he was received into the First 
Congregational Church, West Randolph, 
early in 1815. He was then twenty 
years of age. At the organization of 
the Second Congregational Church in 
East Randolph (Dec. 15, 1818), he trans- 
ferred his membership thither, as this 
was the village in which he lived. He 
remained a member of this church until 
a Methodist Episcopal Church was 
formed here, in 1833. 

An old manuscript—which gives the 
‘*mode for admitting persons into full 
membership and bringing to trial ac- 
cused. members,” also the list of the 
original members of the above-men- 
tioned M. E. Society, and is undersigued 
‘** Boston District, Abington, Jan., 1838, 
B. Otheman, P. Elder” — shows him to 
have been received by probation into 
said society, Oct. 27, 1883. When, in 
1840, this society voted to become Cal- 
vinist Baptist, Father Thayer was too 
loyal to the Methodist Church to desert 
her, and so joined the nearest M. E. 
Church — Central Church, Brockton, six 
miles from his home. Here he remained 
a member until he joined the Holbrook 
M. E. Church, by letter, July 10, 1881. 
April 13, 1813; Brother T. had married 
Lucy Pendergrass, who was a Christian 
lady to the day of her death. This lov- 
ing and faithful help-mate was stricken 
with pneumonia, and, Dec. 23, 1860, 
after a short but severe sickness, went 
to her reward in the spirit-world. Being 
very lonely, some time after her death, 
Brother T. went to live with one of his 
daughters, Mrs. Abner Paine, in South 
Weymouth. After an absence of ten 
years, he returned to this his native 
town, to the home of his youngest 
daughter, Mrs. C. H. Belcher, where he 
died only about a milé from the spot of 
his birth. 

Father Thayer was a thorough-going 
Christian, and when he espoused the 
Methodist Church he did it with the 
same whole-souled spirit. His earnest- 
ness and self-sacrifice punt muny to shame 
in these ease-loving times. On the Sab- 
bath he used to regularly walk six miles 
and back to church. He was for some 
time aclass-leader. It was his custom 
to take an early supper and set out to 
attend his class, returning home at some 
hour of the night. His doors were 
always wide open to the Methodist itin- 
erants of those days. His home was a 
shelter and welcome retreat, well known 
to many tired, way-worn preachers, 
whose voices were long ago hushed 
here. Elected steward, he refused the 
office on account of his distance from 
the church. . 

Daring the five months preceding his 
death, Father T. walked about a half- 
mile to preaching-service on pleasant 
days, and often to a second service at 
the Weymouth Street Chapel. He was 
a great lover of the house of God. It 
is little wonder that one who so loved 
the church and her work, should often 
be heard repeating, ‘‘O how happy are 
they who their Saviour obey,” etc. 

The very Sabbath before his departure 
he was in his accustomed place —up 
front—during the service, and after 
the sermon greeted his pastor with the 
same old smile of joy, and the same old 
expression of firm trust in One who 
would soon receive him unto Himself. 
How soon he did not know; but the 
aged saint was ready, and even waiting. 
Fast Day morning he came down 
stairs, very hoarse. As breakfast was 
prepared the same as usual, he spoke of 
the strictness of the ancient observance 
of the day compared with now. He 
grew feverish. The physician was sum- 
moned and pronounced it pneumonia. 
He grew worse. Friday, about 9 a. M., 
he called for his pastor, and when told 
he was absent at Conference, seemed 
disappointed. When asked by his loved 
ones, ‘‘Is Jesus just as precious as ever 
to you?” with feverish and short breath 
he answered, ‘‘ Oh, yes— yes!” About 
noon, Friday, he was heard speaking. 
His daughter listened and caught the 
words of the first stanzas of Watts’ 
hymn, which he carried through, begin- 
ning, ‘‘ Sweet is the work, my God, my 
King.” 

So lived and died one of the ‘‘ fathers” 
in our church. May the mantle of his 
piety and devotion fall upon our mem- 
bers to-day! We cannot mourn for such 
who come down to death as a ‘‘ shock 
of corn fully ripe for the harvest.”

She 
had some of her relatives assault, in 
the bazar, our cook, who had been 
faithful to us in getting the new dat, 
and she herself entered complaint 
against us in the small cause court 
for twenty rupees’ damages, because 
of our not giving the caste money, 
etc. Being summoned to appear and 
answer to the charge, we went on the 
appointed day before the judge, a 
Hindoo, Munshi Naraiyan Das. It 
did not take him five minutes to ascer- 
tain from her own lips, when she 
was confronted with our statement, 
that she had no case, and she was 
summarily dismissed with a rebuke, 
paying her own costs. Thus she 
passed from our sight. Happily her 
baby had been well cared for, and she 
had the little one to comfort her.

Vartty Recorp or LEADING EVENTS. 
Tuesday, September 12. 

The Republican tickets — gubernatorial, 
legislative and congressional — were elected in 
Maine yesterday. 

The death roll at Manila on Sunday num- 
bered 103. 

Earl Granville has declined to accept the 
Porte’s proposal to land Turkish troops at 
Port Said. 

An engagement has occurred between the 
French and Arabs in North Africa, in which 
two hundred persons were killed. 

Judge Wylie finally accepted a partial ver- 
dict in the Star-Route cases. The jury ac- 
quitted Turner, convicted Rerdell and Miner, 
and disagreed as to the rest. 

A reception was given to invited guests by 
President Arthur on board the Despatch at 
Bar Harbor, Me., yesterday, after which the 
President went on board the flag-ship Tennes- 
see and witnessed the manceuvres of the fleet. 


Wednesday, September 13. 

President Arthur left Bar Harbor for Ban- 
gor yesterday. 

Attorney-General Brewster has directed Mr. 
Merrick, special government counsel, to pre- 
pare for a new trial of the Star-Ronte cases 
without delay. 

The Crescent mills and elevator at Denver, 
Coloradu, were destroyed by fire yesterday; 
loss $225,000. 

The whole British force in Egypt, under 
Gen. Wolseley, is marching on Tel-el-Kebir. 
Late returns from Maine increase Robie’s 
plurality for governor to nearly 10,000. 
Greece threatens to renew hostilities unless 
the Porte immediately surrenders the four 
disputed points on the Thessalian frontier. 

The estimated loss to Egypt by the war is 
£70,000,000 ; the cotton crop alone is valued at 
£40,000,000, and this, of course, is ruined. 
Thursday, September 14. 

Engineer Melville, with other survivors o 
the Jeannette, arrived in New York yesterday 
A malignant type of yellow fever has broken 
out at Mier, Mexico, and the people are leaving 
the town. 

At a meeting of the iron finishers at Pitts- 
burg, Pa., yesterday, it was decided that the 
time had arrived to terminate the present 
strike. 

The British forces attacked Tel-el-Kebir 
early yesterday morning, surprising, and after 
a brief battle routing, the Egyptians with 
heavy loss, and capturing immense stores of 
ammunition, 1,200 tents, a large number of 
guns, and several thousand prisoners. Subse- 
quently Zagazig was occupied by the English 
without opposition. The loss to the victori- 
ous army was two hundred killed. 

Friday, September 15. 

The war in Egypt is virtually ended. Cairo 
is occupied by the British troops. The Egyptian 
earthworks at Kafr-el-Dwar have been sur- 
rendered, and Damietta is ready to follow 
suit. Arabi is said te be a prisoner in Cairo. 

Ten houses and five barns were destroyed 
by a hurricane in Winsted, Conn., last even- 
ing. 

The British man-of-war Phoenix has been 
wrecked off Prince Edward Island. 

The Jeannette survivors, Melville and Noros, 
had a public reception at City Hall in New 
York yesterday. 

Saturday, September 16. 

Dr. Pusey, the English theologian, is ill 
with a mortal disease. 

The damage caused by the earthquake at 
Panama on the 7th instant will reach $250,000. 


The government barracks at Montreal, 
which cost half a million dollars, were de- 
stroyed by fire on Thursday. 

The verdict ‘against Miner and Rerdell in 
the Star- Route cases has been set aside and a 
new trial granted, the accused being held in 
$10,000 bail each. 

The lumber mill of the Mitchell & Row- 
land Lumber Company in Toledo, Ohio, was 
burned yesterday, the loss aggregating $325,-

Dr. Pusey died in London on Saturday, 
aged 82. 

The King of Italy bas conferred the decora- 
tion of the Order of the Crown of Italy on 
Colonel J. 8. Crosby, late U. S. consul at 
Florence. 


The steamer Asia, of the Great Northern 
Transit Company’s line, was wrecked in 
Georgian Bay, Ontario, on Thursday last, and 
it is supposed that about one hundred persons 
perished. 

The British ambassador to Turkey has in- 
formed the Porte that the military operations 
of England in Egypt are at an end, and that a 
portion of her troops will be withdrawn. The 
Egyptian council of ministers issued a decree 
yesterday dissolving the army. 


During Secretary Folger’s eleven mouths’ 
administration of the Treasury, $150,000,000 of 
interest-bearing debts have been redeemed and 
cancelled, saving thereby to the government 
$5,000,000 in annual interest.
